And that ex- 
ception was Herrera, who ever will 
be remembered by the fans of 29 
and 25 years ago 4265 a man who 
could hit the most paralyzing 
punch of any man of his era. 

McGovern, faster than Herrera, 
swung the first punch, landed it 
glancingly on Herréra’s head, and 
then threw a half dozen more like 
lashes of lightning. But Her- 
rera was neither impressed nor, 
afraid. He met McGovern, blow 
for blow; stood there in the cen- 
ter of the ring and traded with 
him, while the mob went insane. 

Occasionally the cyclonic attack 
of McGovern would force Herrera 
to take a step or two backward to 
save himself from being scorched 
by the fire of McGovern’s blows.
